1. The Comptroller General's report of inspections has been 
reviewed and discussed with representatives of the General Accounting 
Office who prepared the report. A total of 61 Agency vehicles were 
included in the report covering the 1963 registration year. Ten of 
these vehicles were found to have minor defects as follows:
